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THAT COMITE SET UP WORKING GROUP COMPOSED OF ENTIRE 
COMITE MEMBERSHIP TO STUDY QUESTION OF HOLDING UN CONFERENCE 
ON SPACE AND SUGGESTED THAT CONFERENCE BE HELD IN 1978. 

PROPOSAL WAS SUPPORTED BY ARGENTINE REP, WHO SUGGESTED 
VIENNA AS SITE OF CONFERENCE, AND BY PAKISTANI REP, WHO 
SAID CONFERENCE SHOULD DEAL MAINLY WITH POLITICAL AND LEGAL 
ASPECTS OF LATEST DEVELOPMENTS IN SPACE TECHNOLOGY. 

AUSTRALIAN REP INTRODUCED WORKING PAPER DEALING WITH LEGAL 
SUBCOMITE'S MANDATE, WHICH HE SUGGESTED MIGHT BE INCLUDED 
IN COMITE'S REPORT. UNDER IT, COMITE WOULD EXPRESS VIEW 
THAT REMOTE SENSING ACTIVITIES SHOULD BE CONDUCTED IN SUCH 
MANNER AS TO ENSURE EXTENSION OF BENEFITS ACCRUING THEREFROM 
TO STATES WISHING TO USE THOSE BENEFITS FOR THEIR NATIONAL 
DEVELOPMENT, AND ALSO REQUEST LEGAL SUBCOMITE TO CARRY OUT 
AS MATTER OF HIGH PRIORITY DETAILED CONSIDERATION OE LEGAL 
IMPLICATIONS OE REMOTE SENSING WELL AS DRAFTING OF 
LEGAL PRINCIPLES IN AREAS WHERE COMMON ELEMENTS IN VIEWS OF 
STATES HAD BEEN IDENTIEIED. 

MAIORSKI (USSR) ASKED THAT CHAIRMAN OE COMITE ON CONFERENCES 
BE REQUESTED TO PROVIDE INFO ON WAY THAT COMITE DECIDED 
ON ITS RECOMMENDATION TO GA THAT, STARTING IN 1977, 

LEGAL SUBCOMITE MEETINGS BE HELD IN NEW YORK. HE WAS SUPPORTED 
BY INDIAN REP, AND FRENCH REP SAID HE COULD NOT APPROVE 
HOLDING ALL LEGAL SUBCOMITE SESSIONS IN NEW YORK. 

STOWE THOUGHT THERE MIGHT BE SOME MISUNDERSTANDING REGARDING 

AVAILABILITY OF REMOTE SENSING DATA, POINTED OUT 

THERE WAS NO NEED FOR ANY BILATERAL OR OTHER AGREEMENT WITH US, 

STATED RESTRICTIONS WHICH SOME DELS WERE PROPOSING 

WOULD REDUCE RATHER THAN ENHANCE AVAILABILITY OE REMOTE 

SENSING DATA, AND SAID USDEL REGARDED AS USEFUL THE 

RECOMMENDATIONS IN REPORT OF SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL 

SUBCOMITE. ARGENTINE REP ALSO SUPPORTED RECOMMENDATIONS IN 

THAT SUBCOMITE'S REPORT. INDIAN REP ASKED IF SECRETARIAT 

INITIATED ANY ACTION ON THEM AND ALSO ASKED HOW PROPOSED 

SURVEY OE USER'S NEEDS FOR REMOTE SENSING DATA WAS TO 

BE MADE. PERCK (UN OUTER SPACE AEFAIRS DIVISION) REPLIED 
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IT WAS INTENDED TO USE CONSULTANTS IN PREPARING STUDY. 

SPANISH SAHARA - 

UN SPOKESMAN (WHO ACCOMPANIED SYG TO SPAIN AND AFRICA) 
EXPLAINED, IN RESPONSE TO REQUEST FROM CORESPONDENT FOR 
CLARIFICATIN OF REFERENCE TO SITUATION IN SPANISH SAHARA AS 
"THREAT TO PEACE," THAT SYG DELIBERATELY DID NOT TERM 
SITUATION "THREAT " TO PEACE BUT RATHER "DANGER," TO 
AVOID LEGAL IMPLICATIONS. THERE WAS AS YET NO DECISION ABOUT 
SENDING OBSERVERS TO AREA#0&I- 
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
